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Hypocrisy all over again 

Hypocrisy has been raised lo an art form, and double standards 
have become the only standards applied to public life. Revelations 
of immoral conduct are no longer a reason to step down. But whilst 
there is institutionalised racism in the police force, and not only the 
Metropolitan Police or Greater Manchester Police, there is also an 
institutionalised hypocrisy when it comes to dealing with Muslims. 


The government machine and 
the media establishment were 
working on overdrive when try¬ 
ing to help the nurse Lucille es¬ 
cape Saudi justice, insisting that 
she could never get a fair trial in 
that Muslim country. She has 
since been convicted of theft and 
forging references in a Sheriffs 
court in Scotland, and the circum¬ 
stances of the theft are remark¬ 
ably similar to that of a victim's 
bank card in Saudi Arabia. 

Contrast this with the luke¬ 
warm assurance of support given 
to British Muslims arrested in the 
Yemen whose confessions to hav¬ 
ing been involved in terrorist ac¬ 
tivities were extracted under tor¬ 
ture. One might be forgiven to 
think that they were the price the 
British government paid to get the 
Yemen government’s assistance 
in the release of a non-Muslim 
Britain from his kidnappers. 

An equally striking example of 
such double standards operating 
on the international scene is the 
leniency displayed by US Secre¬ 
tary of State Madeleine Albright 
(alias Maria Jama Korbel, bom a 
Jew, baptised a Catholic, now an 
Episcopalian, and brought up in 
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Serbia) when engaged in endless 
talks with Serb butchers about the 
status of Kosovo. No such le¬ 
niency when it comes to US 
bombing raids against Iraq for al¬ 
leged non-compliance with UN 
weapons inspectors. 

The American justification of 
their brutal genocide contains two 
major lies: Firstly, the UN did not 
authorise the US bombing of Iraq. 
Secondly, since the resumption of 
weapons inspections on Novem¬ 
ber 17, 1998, there were 427 in¬ 
spections, 128 of them at new 
sites, with a total of five obstruc¬ 
tions. Those obstructions were a 
45-minute delay in one case, the 
rebuff of the suggestion that in¬ 
spectors should be allowed to in¬ 
terview all of the undergraduate 
students in the science depart¬ 
ment of Baghdad University, the 
demand of justification for an in¬ 
spection of the headquarters of 
theBaath party, and the insistence 
in the case of two inspections on a 
Friday, that, as per agreement, in¬ 
spections carried out on the Mus¬ 
lim holy day, when all establish¬ 
ments are closed, were to be con¬ 
ducted with the accompaniment 
of Iraqi officials. Those five mi- 
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nor disagreements are the justifi¬ 
cation for dropping thousands of 
pounds of explosives onto the ci¬ 
vilians of Iraq, as less than half of 
the so-called smart bombs hit their 
allegedly intended target. 

American punitive actions 
against Iraq are nothing to do with 
keeping the destructive capability 
of a dangerous country in check. 
They are about controlling a coun¬ 
try which contains 10% of the 
world’s known oil reserves. As 
Edward Said put it, America is a 
country which has, along with Is¬ 
rael, “flouted more Security Coun¬ 
cil resolutions, has more unpaid 
UN bills, and has refused to sign 
more international conventions 
(including those against chemical 
and biological weapons) than any 
other”. 

In fact, the destruction America 
has unleashed over Iraq, is worse 
than the worst chemical warfare 
nightmare they try to warn us 
about in their propaganda. During 
the gulf war, one million rounds of 
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buliets tipped with uranium were 
fired. Since then, three times more 
children are being bom with con¬ 
genital deformities, including 
children without or with an unduly 
enlarged head, with stumpy arms 
like those of a thalidomide victim, 
with two fingers instead of five, 
with missing ears, etc. We were 
not going to be told about these 
horrific crimes, if it wasn’t for the 
fact that gulf war veterans in Brit¬ 
ain and the United States were 
coming forward with reports of 
sick and dying children. And for¬ 
get the fuss about genetically 
modified soya - due to the use of 
radioactive war heads in Iraq, pro¬ 
duce growing there is altogether 
abnormal. According to the De¬ 
partment of Defence in the United 
States at least 40 tonnes of De¬ 
pleted Uranium were left on the 
battlefields of southern Iraq. 

As ifthis wasn’t enough, a most 
inhumane regime of sanctions is 
killing at least six thousand Iraqi 
children per month. This is why 
the chief humanitarian 
co-ordinator of the LIN and former 
assistant secretaiy-general, Denis 
Halliday, resigned in August 
1998, because he could not, in his 
own words, any longer “be identi¬ 
fied with a United Nations that is 
maintaining a sanctions 
programme which kills and 
maims people through chronic 
malnutrition, and continues this 
programme knowingly... that is 
in fact killing and maiming the 
children, and the next generation 
of Iraqis. This is a disaster for the 
Iraqis and a disaster for the UN.” 

Of course, we are not meant to 
know too much, nor tty to register 
our disapproval. New laws are 
brought in rapidly to stem the free 
flow of information, particularly 
through the internet. The pre¬ 
tended fight against racism and 
anti-semitism is being used to jus¬ 
tify the infringement of civil 
rights. The European Union, for 
example, is laying the foundation 
for an agreement which will allow 
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law enforcement officials to 
eavesdrop on internet, fax and 
mobile phone conversations 
whilst forcing the communica¬ 
tions provider to foot the bill. The 
plan, known as Enfopol 98, was 
tabled behind closed doors by the 
European Justice and Home Af¬ 
fairs Council in December. Its al¬ 
leged purpose is to combat seri¬ 
ous crime, such as drug traffick¬ 
ing, child abuse and terrorism. It 
will enable police to track and re¬ 
cord email and mobile phone calls 
across international boundaries 
without specific prior 
authorisation, and internet service 
providers must give police forces 
access to their computer systems. 
Is it too far fetched to assume that 
the police, suffering from institu¬ 
tionalised racism and prejudice 
against Islam, will target particu¬ 
lar groups of people selectively? 

What Western strategists fear 
more than so-called Islamic ter¬ 
rorism or the alleged capability of 
mass destruction to be unleashed 
from a Muslim country is the 
power of Islam to convince, espe¬ 
cially in an age where Christianity 
has given in to secularism with 
the Catholic Church redefining 
the existence of the devil into a 
vague concept of evil and the 
inter-church body Churches To¬ 
gether In England drawing up a 
millennium resolution which 
does not make mention of either 
God or Jesus. This is why secular 
countries take to desperate and fa¬ 
natic measures, as France, which 
has again denied school girls the 
liberty to wear headscarves. 

Nabil Matar’s new book “Is¬ 
lam in Britain” shows that this 
fear of the convincing message of 
Islam dates a long way back. In 
the 17* century Muslim techno¬ 
logical superiority at sea led to the 
capture and sinking of targe num¬ 
bers of British vessels. Between 
1609 and 1616, it was reported 
that 466 English ships were at¬ 
tacked by Ottoman or Barbary 
galleys, and their crews led away 
in chains. By May 1626, there 
were more than 5000 British cap¬ 
tives in the city of Algiers, and a 
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further 1500 in Sali, and frantic 
arrangements were being made in 
London to redeem them “lest they 
follow the example of others and 
turn Turk”, i.e. convert to Islam. 

What was more worrying still 
were reports that some of these 
raids against British vessels were 
being led by Englishmen who had 
converted to Islam, for example, 
in September 1645, seven ships 
“from Barbary” landed in 
Cornwall and were led inland “by 
some renegade of this country”. 
Large numbers of British captives 
were converting to Islam, and 
while some of these conversions 
were forced, most were clearly 
not, and British travellers in the 
East regularly brought back tales 
of their compatriots who had 
“crossed over” and were now 
prospering in Ottoman service. 

“Indeed, Brits were constantly 
popping up in the most unlikely 
places: one of the most powerful 
Ottoman eunuchs during the late 
16* century, Hassan Aga, was the 
former Samson Rowlie from 
Great Yarmouth, while in Algeria 
the ‘ Moorish King’s Executioner’ 
turned out to be a former butcher 
from Exeter called ‘Absalom’ 
(Abd-es-Sataam). When Charles 
II sent Captain Hamilton to ran¬ 
som some Englishmen who had 
been enslaved on the Barbary 
Coast his mission was unsuccess¬ 
ful as they all refused to return: 
the men had all converted to Is¬ 
lam,.. In a great many cases, the 
Englishmen who converted to Is¬ 
lam were not slaves, but free mer¬ 
chants or servants of the Crown 
who were attracted by what they 
saw.” Sir Thomas Shirley had 
warned that “conversation with 
infidels doeth much corrupte", 
and in 1606 even the British con¬ 
sul in Egypt, Benjamin Bishop, 
converted and promptly disap¬ 
peared from public records. 

Today’s political and military 
leaders and their media tycoon 
propagandists seem to have 
learned little from history. Brute 
force cannot, ultimately, keep 
people from the truth, and “only 
the truth will set us free.”

The LIN Sanctions Committee 
has not issued any comprehen¬ 
sive list of prohibited products, as 
such a list would include millions 
of articles. 

Instead the Sanctions Com¬ 
mittee evaluates applications for 
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exporting goods to Iraq on the 
base of Security Council Resolu¬ 
tions which allow foodstuffs, 
medicines and products for es¬ 
sential civilian needs. Anything 
not deemed ‘essential’ by the 
members of the Sanctions Com¬ 
mittee is denied to the Iraqi popu¬ 
lation. 

The Committee has the sole 
discretion in determining what is 
essential for every Iraqi. Deci¬ 
sions by the Committee are made 
behind closed doors. Any one 
Committee member may veto a 
permission. Applications for the 
export of items to Iraq must be 
made by the potential exporter to 
the authorities of individual UN 
member states who then forward 
the application to the UN Sanc¬ 
tions Committe in New York. 
The Committee will then assess 
the qualification of the applica¬ 
tion, that is whether it is food, 
medicine or an ‘essential civilian 
need’, determine that the Iraqi 
government has also endorsed 
the transaction, check prices and 
delivery conditions, and if every¬ 
thing is OK, forward its approval 
to the authorities of the country 
where the application came from. 
The authorities then inform the 
applicant. Only then is it possible 
to ship the items. Before being 
sent, public officials must check 
that the items concur in quality 
and quantity to the document ap¬ 
proved by the Sanctions Commit¬ 
tee. Any discrepancy results in 
delaying the shipment.

He 
continued: “With respect to Your 
Honour and this court 1 do not re¬ 
cognise the jurisdiction of this 
court to try me against these lies. I 
have been called a dictator; that is 
not true; my government had a 
mandate from the people and 
ruled with equanimity and fair¬ 
ness. I have been accused of sup¬ 
pression of civil liberties; the only 
civil liberties I suppressed were 
those of organised criminal gangs 
and of the riff-raff who prey on 
society. I have been accused of 
murder, even of genocide. These 
are base lies manufactured by for¬ 
eign governments in order to de¬ 
stabilise our democracy. 1 served 
my country' well and in the name 
of democracy. I was only doing 
my job." 

The magistrate blinked as the 
old man finished then asked in a 
bored tone, “Is that all?” “Yes, 
Your Honour,” said the old man. 

The magistrate consulted with 
the clerk of the court then an¬ 
nounced that he would adjourn to 
consider his decision. The court 
was cleared and the old man was 
wheeled out to the custody suite 
where he was met by his doctor. 
Time dragged on and an usher 
was sent to inform the old man 
that the magistrate would con¬ 
tinue to deliberate over lunch. 
“He said he won’t be resuming 
before three.” 

“Three pm?” asked the old 
man. “Yes,” said the usher, “are 
you going out for lunch?” The old 
man’s bodyguard stepped for¬ 
ward and whispered something in 
his ear, then he turned and left the 
custody suite. It was a full five 
minutes before he returned, and 
when he did he had with him a se¬ 
nior police office and a tall thin 
man in a black suit. It was the po- 
I iceman who spoke, leaning over 
the old man’s wheelchair he mut¬ 
tered in a somewhat embarrassed 
tone, “Sir, the Police Commis- 
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sioner has followed these pro¬ 
ceedings from the outset and he 
would be honoured if you would 
join his party in the staff restau¬ 
rant." 

The old man’s eyes narrowed 
and the policeman hurried on, “as 
a gesture of respect from one se¬ 
nior law officer to another. The 
Pol ice Commissioner regrets very 
much your present position, but 
like you he is a servant of the peo¬ 
ple, and must follow his orders, 
whatever they are." 

Suddenly, a tear sprang to the 
old man’s eye; all the hate and vit¬ 
riol that had been directed to¬ 
wards him by this nation’s press, 
all the slanders and libels, ail the 
hypocrisy, all the pain, all melted 
away. In the final analysis, the 
people who really mattered still 
had respect for the law, and re¬ 
spect for him. 

“I would be most honoured.” 
said the old man. “I will tell the 
Commissioner sir, and we’ll get 
you up there in a few minutes. I 
must ask you to er, be discreet..." 
“Of course,” the old man inter¬ 
rupted, and, placing his hand on 
his heart he continued. “1 am a 
great admirer of your Commis¬ 
sioner; he is a good man who has 
been unfairly vilified by your 
press.” 

The party went off for lunch 
and the old man was treated as an 
honoured guest. Not only the Po¬ 
lice Commissioner but several 
other senior police officers were 
present, and several senior mili¬ 
tary men, including an aged vet¬ 
eran who had participated, albeit 
in a minor fashion, in the British 
storming of the Falklands. Secu¬ 
rity was tight; the press were to¬ 
tally excluded; it was obvious to 
the old man that the Commis¬ 
sioner had gone to a lot of trouble 
and that he was taking a grave 
risk. If word of this got out there 
would be calls for his resignation; 
not for the first time the old man 
was moved to tears at the defer¬ 
ence and respect showed to him 
by the only people who under¬ 
stood, and to him the only people 
who mattered. 
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They dined long and late; it 
was nearly 4pm when the court 
was reconvened, and when it was 
the old man was brought back to 
reality with a bump. The magis¬ 
trate began his summing up with¬ 
out wasting time: 

“This is an extradition case, 
one which on account of exten¬ 
sive media coverage needs no 
lengthy introductions here. 1 am 
asked to rule if there is a prima fa¬ 
cie case on a number of counts, in 
particular conspiracy to murder, 
murder, genocide, crimes against 
humanity, suppression of civil 
liberties, arbitrary confiscation of 
private property, and numerous 
violations of the rule of law. 

“I find that there is a case to an¬ 
swer on all counts. 

“The Defendant, Jack Straw, 
was on holiday with his family 
touring Chile when he was ar¬ 
rested on an extradition warrant 
issued at the request of the Gov¬ 
ernment of Iraq. The warrant was 
executed by General Augusto 
Pinochet 11 on June 15th, and Mr 
Straw has been under close arrest 
ever since, although due to his 
great age and to his failing health, 
he has been granted bail on condi¬ 
tion only that he resides at the 
Saddam Hussein Hospital in 
Valpraiso; he has been under 
heavy armed guard for his own 
protection. Since the issue of the 
first warrant, sixteen former Brit¬ 
ish nationals have applied under 
the Nuremberg Treaty of 2001 to 
have Mr Straw extradited to stand 
trial at the International Court. 

“As I said, I find there is a case 
to answer. The basis of my find¬ 
ing so is as follows: ’The Defen¬ 
dant was Home Secretary in the 
Labour Government of Tony 
Blair which ruled Britain from 
May 1997 until it was ousted in a 
military coup in 2007. Mr Straw 
served as Home Secretary for 
nearly ten years, during which 
time by virtue of this office he was 
responsible for the administration 
of justice domestically. He was 
also, as a member of the Execu¬ 
tive, vicariously responsible for

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crimes committed at the instiga¬ 
tion of Tony Blair outside the 
United Kingdom. 

“It has been submitted by the 
Defence that because the govern¬ 
ment of Tony Blair was elected in 
a free and fair election in May 
1997, and subseq uently 
re-elected, that it was a demo¬ 
cratic government, that it had a 
mandate from the people, and that 
therefore Mr Straw should not be 
indicted for any crimes against 
British nationals. I cannot accept 
this submission; the government 
of Adolf Hitler was also elected 
democratically, and, I might add, 
by a far larger majority than the 
government of Tony Blair. Just 
because a government is elected 
by a majority of the people once 
every five years does not give that 
government a mandate to destroy 
the rights of any of it citizens or to 
murder foreign nationals. 

“I also therefore reject the 
claims by the defence of vicarious 
noin-liability over the matter of 
Iraq. I will deal with the interna¬ 
tional aspect first. 

“In December 1998 the United 
States government under the lead¬ 
ership of the admitted adulterer 
and later impeached perjurer Wil¬ 
liam Jefferson Clinton launched a 
series of raids against the sover¬ 
eign nation of Iraq. In this action, 
codenamed Operation Desert 
Fox, the Cabinet of Tony Blair, 
which included the Defendant, 
collaborated fully and exten¬ 
sively. British servicemen took 
part in the raids and support oper¬ 
ations. At the time of this action 
many politicians, journalists and 
ordinary people spoke out against 
the role of the United Kingdom. 
The Defendant was not among 
them, and it can only be con¬ 
cluded that by his failing to speak 
out and by his continued partici¬ 
pation in the government of Tony 
Blair as Home Secretary that he 
fully condoned the air raids and 
the massive loss of civilian life 
that resulted. 
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“The Defendant has also acted 
similarly with regard to the earlier 
sanctions imposed against Iraq, 
sanctions which were maintained 
long after Operation Desert Fox 
and which led to incalculable loss 
of life and human misery and suf¬ 
fering. 

“The Defendant’s admittedly 
passive participation in Operation 
Desert Fox and his failing to con¬ 
done the sanctions against Iraq 
constitute prima facie evidence of 
conspiracy to murder, murder, 
genocide and crimes against hu¬ 
manity. Indeed, it is ironic ihat Mr 
Straw could be indicted under his 
own Suppression Of Terrorism 
Act, 2000, which provided for 
this eventuality , and I am quoting 
here from Paragraph 17) of the 
bill: 

“A person shall be guilty of an 
offence of supporting terrorism if 
he belongs to or supports finan¬ 
cially, in deed, in action, in writ¬ 
ing or in thought, the actions of 
terrorists in any country, includ¬ 
ing murder, bombing, suppres¬ 
sion of religion, inciting the over¬ 
throw of the government whether 
elected or not, incitement to racial 
hatred, incitement to religious ha¬ 
tred, or any other act which the 
Secretary of State for the Home 
shall at any time deem or consider 
to be an act of supporting terror¬ 
ism.” 

“Turning to United Kingdom 
domestic matters, Mr Straw is ac¬ 
cused of suppression of civil lib¬ 
erties, arbitrary confiscation of 
private property, numerous viola¬ 
tions of the rule of law and again 
of crimes against humanity. 

“Again, on all these counts 1 
find there is a case to answer, and 
this time I find so on the grounds 
that Mr Straw was an active agent 
rather than a passive one, indeed, 
in many instances he was the 
prime mover. 

“1 will deal first with suppres¬ 
sion of civil liberties. As Home 
Secretary, Mr Straw strengthened 
the law against incitement to ra¬ 
cial hatred, in particular he out¬ 
lawed Holocaust Revisionism un¬ 
der pressure from Zionist lobby- 
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ing. During his tenure, forty-one 
Holocaust Revisionists, including 
six Islamic, two black and two 
Jewish Revisionists were gaoled 
for five years or more. Over a 
hundred people were sentenced to 
gaol or fined or both for express¬ 
ing politically incorrect views, in¬ 
cluding twenty-nine, among them 
a number of Islamic Fundamen¬ 
talists, who had expressed views 
that would be likely to incite ha¬ 
tred against persons by means of 
their sexual orientation. Fourteen 
of these people were prosecuted 
under the Protection Of Homo¬ 
sexuals Act, 2001. 

“During his term of office too, 
several thousands of people were 
deprived of their civil liberties by 
being gaoled for using or dealing 
in drugs, most notably cannabis, 
heroin and cocaine. 

“During Mr Straw’s tenure as 
Home Secretary, many tens of 
thousands of people were de¬ 
prived of their lawful property in 
arbitrary fashion under the Con¬ 
fiscation Of The Proceeds Of 
Crime Act, 2001. This law has 
also been deemed by the Interna¬ 
tional Court to violate the rule of 
law and to constitute a crime 
against humanity. People who 
had been accused of dealing in 
drugs, and of other criminal of¬ 
fences involving possible finan¬ 
cial gain, were deprived of their 
property even if they were not 
prosecuted, and in many cases af¬ 
ter they had been acquitted by the 
criminal courts. 

“Such acquittals of accused 
persons ceased in 2002 when the 
right to trial by jury for all of¬ 
fences was abolished along with 
ail legal aid for criminal offences 
on the grounds of the reduction of 
costs. Indeed, from June 2002 on¬ 
wards, only two per cent of per¬ 
sons tried for all criminal offences 
were ever acquitted by the new 
professional magistrates’ courts, 
which were masterminded by the 
Defendant. “I therefore find there 
is a prima facie case to answer on 
all counts.

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“1 will make one further com¬ 
ment. Mr Straw stated in his ad¬ 
dress to this court ‘1 served my 
country well and in the name of 
democracy. I was only doing my 
job.’ This has been called the 
Nuremberg Defence and was spe¬ 
cifically outlawed under the 
Nuremberg Treaty of2001. At the 
Nuremberg Trials, the Nazi lead¬ 
ers and many high and low rank¬ 
ing Nazis pleaded that they were 
only doing their jobs, that they 
were under orders, or even that 
they would face serious sanctions 
themselves if they refused to obey 
even an illegal order. 

“The Nazis were not excused 
their crimes on this feeble pretext, 
and many were executed or sen¬ 
tenced to terms of many years of 


imprisonment. But, ironically, 
and sadly for mankind, what has 
become known as the Nuremberg 
Defence has been tolerated by 
civilised courts the world over in 
all other instances of alleged war 
crimes. Where the alleged perpe¬ 
trators of crimes have been any¬ 
one but Nazis, including soldiers, 
police officers, state officials and 
even government ministers, the 
world has looked the other way. 

“That is until the Nuremberg 
Treaty of2001, which was passed 
specifically to prevent alleged 
war criminals and tyrants from 
going Scot-free in the event of 
their ever being apprehended. 

“It is the opinion of this court 
that strong prima facie evidence 
has been adduced on all counts 
that lack Straw is one of the most 
notorious war criminals and 
suppressers of civil liberties and 


of the rights of man, to have been 
apprehended since the end of the 
Nazi era, and I would be failing in 
my duty if I did not order his ex¬ 
tradition. 1 thereby do so order it. 
The formalities will be carried 
out in the morning, in the mean¬ 
time bail is revoked, and the De¬ 
fendant is remanded in custody." 

The old man’s face fell and he 
was obviously in deep shock. A 
loud cheer went up from the old 
man’s opponents, and the few 
paid supporters slunk away from 
the press box to phone, fax and 
E-mail in their reports to the Brit¬ 
ish state-controlled press.
